PREVALENT fallacy at the 

present time is the assumption 

that if Russia became involved 
in operations against. Japan, it would 
be “all up” with the last-named 
Power. Allied writers, who make this 
contention, do not, it is true, urge 
Russia to declare war—because they 
realise perfectly that Russia’s hands are 
already full enough. But they do 
regret that Vladivostok is not available 
as a base for American squadrons of 
heavy bombers—which unquestionably, 
they claim, would speedily reduce 
Japan to subjection. The theory is 
held so very generally that it merits a 
more scientific examination than it 
usually receives. 

We shall consider, to begin with, 
some distances from Vladivostok to

JAPANESE OFFENSIVE 


Knowing the Japanese preference for 
offensive operations, ib would be 
quite conceivable that they might 
try to anticipate any Ameri- 
can move in the direction indi- 
cated by a frustrating attack on 
Vladivostok itself Geographically, the 
Russian fortress is thrust out at the 
point of » long, narrow salient, within 
easy reach of Japanese-controlled 

i The attack might be 

1 ed with a German attack on 
Russia in Europe. As inst any 
such action being advisable from a 
Japanese point of view, there would 
be the certainty that Vladivostok is 
formidably strong, and would be as 
resolutely defended as Leningrad . or 
Moscow. If it.could not be rushed, 
it would be inadvisable to attack at all. 

The real aim of the present article, 
however, is rather to point out that 
there is “no royal read” to victory 
over Japan—any more than to military 
victory in any Other direction or 
theatre. Allies might have in 
Vladivostok bomber fleets as formid- 
able as the R.A.F. are sending out at 
the moment; but such fleets would not 
win the war unaided. In point of 
fact, they would probably—in view 
of all the conditions—meet with 
definitely less valuable material results 
than they now meet with in territory 
under German occupation.
